(Via Wireless to Cape Race, N. F.)— 
"I am the only white man who has 
ever reached the north pole and I am 
prepared to prove it." 


This statement was made to the rep- 


resentative of the Associated Press by 
Commnnder Robert E. Peary in reply 
to a question on the Peary-Cook con- 
troversy.

Thomas." after a stormy passage "P 
the west coast oC New Foundland and 
through the Strait of Belle Isle from 
Sydney, arrived at this lonely whaling 
and mission settlement at noon yes- 
terday. A squall of rain was sweep- 
ing over the harbor as the Thomas 
steamed in, but with glasses it was 
possible to make out the mast and 
hull of the Arctic steamer Roosevelt. 


Signals the Roosevelt. 


The Thomas brought out the "north 


pole" flag, the same emblem that was 
flying from the mizzenmast 
of 
the 


Roosevelt, and signalled "The 
Asso- 


ciated Press congratulates you." 


.The Roosevelt then signalled thanks 
of Commander Peary .for this 
mes- 


sage, whereupon the 
Thomas 
gave 


three loud blasts from her whistle. 


The Thomas drew near to the Roose- 


velt. 
The steamer looked little the 


worse for her second trip to the polar 
regions. Along the rail were gathered 
members of her famous crew, among 
them the redoubtable Captain Robert 
Bartlett. 


Captain Bartlett invited the Thomas 


to lay alongside and the correspondent 
clambered over the weather-beaten 
bulwarks and proceeded direct to the 
cabin to meet the man who has stood 


! upon the apex of the world. 
} ! The commander's greeting was cor- 


dial. "This is a new record in news- 
jjaper enterprise," he said, "and I ap- 
preciate the compliment." 
' The correspondent began question- 
ing the explorer regarding -the merits 
of Dr:' Frederick A. Cook's claim to 
have reached the pole. The command- 
er declared positively that he would 


. not further discuss this subject until 


the main point, whether Dr. Cook had 
actually, reached the north pole or not, 
had been decided by others. 
• Only White Man to Reach Pole. 
.He then dictated the following state- 


ment to the" Associated Press for pub- 
lication: 


"I am the only white man who has 


ever reached the north pole and I am 
prepared to-prove it at the proper time. 
I have already stated publicly that 
Cook has not been to the pole. This I 
reaffirm and stand "by it, but I decline 
to discuss the de'tails of the matter. 
These will come out later. I have said 
that Dr. Cook's statement that he "had 
reached the pole should not be taken 
seriously, and that I have him nailed 
by concrete proofs to support my state- 
ment. In six months you probably -will 
get the whole story. 


Afraid to Talk, Too Much. 


"It would not be policy for me to en- 


ter upon a full debate with the subject 
as it now stands. To do so I would be 
giving out much information. I in- 
tend to wait until Dr. Cook 'has issued 
his full'authorized statements. Up to 
the present time there have been only 
newspaper accounts of Dr. Cook's al- 
leged polar trip and these, may or may 
not be accurate. When i)r. Cook has 
time to issue a complete authorized 
version of his journey 
will be 
the 


proper opportunity for nie to make 


public the Information which I have. 


"After that the jury—in other words, 
he people and the scientific bodies of 
lie world—will pass judgment on the 
natter, and there will he nothing left 
of Dr. Cook's case but his own asser-- 
lions that he has reached the north 
pole. 
In the meanwhile It is my de- 


terminaUnn not to denl with debates 
for the reasons already stated." 


May be Unknown Continent. 


Commander Peary was then asked if 


new land could have been discovered 
In latitude S4 longtitude 80. In reply 
he shrugged his shoulders, and said It 
was quite possible that an unknown 
continent existed further 
west. 


referred to the land discovered by him- 
self on previous trips that had not yet 
been explored. 


Asked what would be the interna- 


tional effect of planting the stars and 
stripes at the north pole Commander 
Peary said that he had notified the 
secretary of state • that he had taken 
possession of the pole in the name of 
the United States and that It remained 
for the secretary to decide what it 
meant. He said he had left records on 
the ice at the pole.

Chicago, Sept. 14.—Delegates . to the 


35th annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Bankers' association in. the open- 
ing session i today had outlined for 
their consideration a plan for a cen- 
tral bank of the country with a capi- 
talization with not more than $100,- 
000,000. The central bank as a pre- 
ventative or recurrence of the finan- 
cial disturbance of 1907 was outlined 
by President George M. Reynolds in 
his annual address. 
Under his plan 


such a bank would be the depository 
of the government, which, however, 
would not have supervision or control 
of its affairs. 


Speaker Cannon Talks. 


Speaker Jos. G. Cannon, who ad- 


dressed, the-convention at the close of 
the morning session, declared that the 
law enacted after the, panic of 1907 
(the Vreeland-Aldrich act) was not 
perfect,'but has had good results. He 
said that when congress met it' was 
besieged with currency reports, each 
doubting the orthodoxy of the. other. 
"I believe." said Speaker Cannon, "the 
only fault of the enacted law is that it 
only lasts six years. It'is'not perfect, 
but it can be made perfect. If that 
law had been on the statute books 
there never would have been a sus-

istronomer in 
Germany 
observed a 


sllxht hazy patch in the sky. which 
turned out to bo the 
long delayed 


comet. Needless to say. Its discovery 
was rmllcd as one or 
tho greatest 


events In the history of astronomy. 


A careful watch now was kept on it 


to find just when it would make its 
closest approach to the sun. True to 
the predictions. March 12. 1759. within 
a month of the appointed time, the 
sun was rounded and the comet started 
on its journey to the remotest con- 
flnes of our solar system. 


The next return of Halley's comet 


was set for Nov. 1C. 1835. and sure 
enough, within three days of the ap- 
pointed time it paid its compliment to 
the sun and hurried off again 10 the 
dark and fr.lgid outposts where the 
lonely planet Neptuno treads its soli- 
tary beat. 


From that time until the present its 


whereabouts have been a matter of 
more or less accurate conjecture on the 
part of the astronomers who were 
guided by Clairaut's furmulae.

comet, traditional since 250 years be- 
fore the Chrlstiaii era as the forerun- 
ner of evil times for the lower classes, 
las been sighted again after seventy- 
four years' absence from .the immedi- 
ate ken of astronomers. 


A dispatch received Sunday nt Har- 


vard university 'observatory from Prof. 
Wolff, of Heidelberg, bearing the news 
that he discovered the comet Saturday 
-5,642 in right ascension, six hours, 
eighteen minutes, twelve seconds; de- 


degrees, eleven

From Prof. Wolff's reported discov- 


ery American astronomers are inclined 
to believe that all the large observato- 
ries of the world presently will be able 
to locate the comet with their tele- 
scopes.

To Be Visible Next Spring. 


Astronomical authorities agree that 


even if the observatory telescopes re- 
veal the comet distinctly, it will not be 
visible to the naked eye until next April 
or May. The layman who wishes to 
observe the phenomenon before that 
time will have to go to Yerkes or Lick 
observatory in America or to those of 


I Heidelberg, Paris, Pulkowa, or Green- 


j wich in Europe. 
Next spring, how- 


ever, those who get up at sunrise ought 
to be able to see it in. all its glory- 


The discovery of the comet at this 


time records another beat of that ce- 
lestial pendulum which 
swings once 


every seventy-four years. 


Halley's comet was last seen In 1835. 


It was, perhaps, first seen by any as- 
tronomer competent to record it 2,250 
years ago, or 250 years 
before 
the 


Christian era. 
That is the 
farthest 


date to which the patient labors of the 
astronomers have carried It.back, and 
It was then seen and-noted by the Chl- 
nesa astronomers, who saw it again 
in the August of B. C. 87. 


Schedule Discovered in 1682. 


Halley's comet is of interest as-be- 


ing the first to be recognized as a pe- 
riodic visitor to the neighborhood of 
the sun. Newton's friend Halley, while 
studying the great comet of 1682, was 
struck by its resemblance in evejy re- 
spect to that of 1607, and also to the 
one in 1531. He came to the conclu- 
sion that these were three visitations 
of the same comet. This belief was

In 1742 


he died, leaving the rules and formulae 
by which the exact date of the comet's 
return could be foretold and modestly 
requesting that If his prediction should 
come true the world would remember 
that the credit belonged to England. 


As the time for the reappearance of 


the comet approached, great 
excite- 


ment was manifested throughout the 
scientific world. If It should arrive on 
schedule time It would clear up the 
mystery of these objects which always 
had been the terror of humanity at 
large' and the puzzle of astronomers 
because of their seeming disregard of 
the laws governing the movements of 
our family of planets.

personal distinction and Imperishable 
grtory of .one or the other or both of 
the men themselves. It now appears 
Inevitable that a very bitter and pro- 
longed controversy will follow the re- 
turn of the explorers to this country. 
'Any arbitration of the dispute will for 
the most part result in a charge from 
the losing side that the tribunal was 
prejudiced In Its views and partial 
in its judgment. And so It will ensue 
that nothing is settled. 


Let there now be an international 


expedition to the pole for the purpose 
of corroborating or disputing the tes- 
timony offered ,by the two explorers 
now returning with equally positive 
claims of having been at the. arctic 
polo.. That will settle the question for 
all time and put the seal of history 
;where It belongs. In most minds that 
are open to reason in this polar con- 
troversy there is great readiness to be- 
lieve that both rivals have been at the 
pole. Let it be setiled by the nations 
Whether either man is not entitled to 
tho glory that is now so freely ac- 
corded. Then, besides, if thers must 
be a monkey and parrot time over this 
pole discovery business, let it be not 
among Americans, but among the na- 
tions. 


If the merits ot this north pole con- 


troversy is merely a matter of blubber- 
ibred Eskimos as Peary himself has 
framed the issue, then our old fricni 
Doc Cook 1ms him larruped to a flos- 
sy, frazzle.

burden which it would Inflict upon its 
people, never realizing that the teach- 
er Is qualified to make this examina- 
tion. The state of Indiana spends over 
$20,000,000 annually 
to 
educate her 


children, thousands of whom will nev- 
«r be able to render It any service be- 
cause of the slight, but neglected dis- 
orders In childhood, which cause early 
death or dwarf the physical vigor of 
manhood. 


It Is an unwise policy, it seems to 


me, to spend money in educating a 
child whose 
physical 
life 
Is 
earls- 


wrecked through neglect during school 
days. 
Many of 
the 
olrtor countries 


have long ago recognized the value of 
medical Inspection ot their school chil- 
dren and have succeeded to reduce 
the spread of tuberculosis and other 
germ diseases wonderfully. 
No con- 


sumptive child there Is permitted to 
enter a school other than for consump- 
Mve children. 


In 1892 medical 
examinations of 


school children began in the United 
States and now over 100 cities and 400 
owns are under its supervisions. 


Some of the states require the in- 


spection of school children In every 
ownshlp, town and city for tha detec- 
tion of contagious diseases and also 
'or the discovery of physical defects, 
whether it be of the ear, eye or other 
parts of the body. 


That there is a real and serious need 


'or health inspection in the schools, 
s clearly evident from the facts set 
:orth by numerous reliable Investiga- 
tions. Thousands of children of school 
age are annually laid prostrate by the 
hree preventable diseases 
of 
diph- 


theria, tuberculosis and scarlet fever, 
and many of these Illnesses terminate 
fatally. 


In diphtheria and scarlet fever the 


nfectlon generally passes from pupil 
to pupil In the early stage of the dls- 
iase, which only medical Inspection 
can detect. 
A thorough fumigation 


and disinfection of school rooms at in- 
tervals should also be made by the 
teacher, as he alone should know best 
the time and method; that should be 
used. 


It is claimed that there are over a 


million school children victims of 
adenoids, 
caused 
by 
the 
habit ot 


breathing through the mouth. 


The bacteria of tuberculosis from 


consumptive pupils are cast out in the 
air of the school room only to he In- 
haled again by the mouth-breather In- 
to the lungs," where this disease germ 
begins to grow and there claiming an- 
other victim. 


In a certain school a boy with in- 


cipient measles Infected every member 
of the school, including the teacher, 
so that they all fell sick within ten 
days. If detected early, the sick are 
not only prevented from infecting the 
well, but are 
in most cases easily 


cured. 


In one year about 700 pupils Infected 


with diphtheria, scarlet fever and tu- 
berculosis were found attending the 
schools of Massachusetts.

They are misled by the- statistics of 
arm values and products, mounting 
annually by great leaps, into thinking 
hat this absolute Increase implies a 
elative advance of 'this industry as 
compared •with others," said he.

I refer 
not merely to the quality and results 
of our tillage, but to the setting of the 
human tide away from the cultivated 
field and toward • the factory gate or 
the city slum.

certain, as if the aggregate deposits in 
all the banks of this country were de- j 
Teasing .by" a fixed - percentage every 
ten years, while their loans 'were in- 
creasing by .another percentage just as 
stable. You would know what catas- • 
trophe that assured by and by. 


Hastened by Legislation. 


:'It means the same thing, in kind 


and consequences, when the agricul- 
tural population, the producers and 
depositors in the great national treas- 
ury .of wealth, is declining year by 
year, while the city population, '-which 
thrives only by drawing drafts upon 
the land and cannot live a year after 
these cease to be honored, rises at its 
expense. Tet not only is such a crisis

At the time of the civil war the per- 
centage had risen to 16: In 1900 more 
than 31 per cent of our population was 
urban. The change is portentous; and 
there is no doubt that the coming cen- 
sus will show it to have proceeded in 
-the 
last ten years with accelerated 


speed. 
In spite of the warnings of 


economists, the amelioration of farm 
life, the opening of new and attractive 
employment on the land through the 
spread of Irrigation and the growth of 
the fruit industry, the encouragement 
of public men and the wider dissem- 
ination o£ agricultural education, the 
percentage of our-population who work 
on the farm constantly declines. 
If 


that proceeds too far. it Is as if dry- 
rot had eaten through the timbers sup- 
porting some great structure. 
We 


should consider now the change ac- 
complished and that impending. 


Will Cease to Sell Wheat. 


"With our annual Increase of over 


1.5 per cent in population from natural 
causes, and immigration that has not 
been less than three-quarters of a mil- 
lion any year since 1902, there will be 
from two to two and a half million 
more mouths to feed every year. Hav- 
ing in view this increase in population, 
the declining average yield per acre 
of cultivated land in the United States 
after it has been farmed for a few- 
years, the rise of per capita consump- 
tion 7rith a higher cost of living: and 
the movement of the working popula- 
tion away from the land, the time is 
now approaching when we shall not 
only cease to be a wheat-selling na- 
tion, bat will find it necessary to Im- 
port a portion of what we consume. 


"Our foreign trade In the past has 


rested mainly on our exports of pro- 
ducts from the earth directly, or only 
once removed. Our manufactures for 
export are to a large extent natural 
products subjected to a few simple 
processes. 
How are we to meet the 


immense trade 
balance 
against us, 


how prevent financial storms of fre- 
quent 
occurrence 
and destructive 


force; how feed the coming millions, 
if the farmer, who pays most of the 
bills, ' has retired to the city or the 
country town in order that his chil- 
dren may the better enjoy their auto- 
mobiles and enter into the delights of 
the social games? 


City Threatens Destruction. 


"A stationary or declining product, 


a soil becoming annually less produc- 
tive, a revolt against the life of the 
farm and a consequent rise in wages 
amounting, since 1895, to 55.6 per cent 
with board, compel such a rise of all 
prices as bears ruinously upon town 
and country alike. 'Our real concern 
is not so much to save the home mar- 
ket from the inroads of the foreigner 
as to keep it from destruction by an 
enlarged city life and a neglected coun- 
try life, a crowded artisan population 
clamoring for food and a foreign de- 
mand for the product of their wages 
limited to fields where the competition 
of all the world 
must 
be met and 


overcome. 


"The consumers of bread through- 


out the world increase by 
probably 


from four to five millions every year. 
In our own country we shall require 
from 13,000,000 to 15,000,000 
bushels 


more annually for seed and home con- 
sumption. The domestic supply can- 
not be maintained by present methods. 


Cultivation Ineffective. 


"Not only is the cultivation of the 


soil being neglected, but it is also no- 
toriously ineffective. Our -wheat pro- 
duct per acre from the 
older lands 


falls steadily. 
Our national average 


is less than half that of England or 
Germany, both of which have soil In- 
ferior to our own. Only by bringing 
rich new land under cultivation have 
we prevented the fall from becoming 
abrupt. 
Good farms in the Mohawk 


valley in New York state forty years 
ago were -worth from ?100 to $150 per 
acre; now many are sold at from $25 
to $30. This is not because'wheat has 
become cheap, for it is dear; not en- 
tirely because of western competition, 
but because there is neither good culti- 
vation nor enough cultivation. The 
younger generation throngs the cities; 
and the land, rented by its owners to 
tenants careless of everything but im- 
mediate profit, is abused and robbed of 
Its fertility. In New Tork state 20.000 
farms are for sale. The southern cen- 
tral portion shows a progressive loss 
of population. 


Not Confined to the East. 


"If anybody Imagines that this pro- 


cess of exhaustion and abandonment or 
transfer to other uses is peculiar to 
the east let him look at Iowa, whose 
average wheat crop in the five years 
1883-87 was 29i682.560 bushels, and in 
the five years 1904-08 was 
9,976,-JSS 


bushels. In 1908 it was 8,068,000. 


"All 
this has come about notwith- 


standing economic changes favorable 
to the occupant of the farm. The per- 
fection of our transportation system 
has made a market accessible to every 
farmer, and carries his produce at the 
lowest rates in the world. His lite has 
become more comfortable and desira- 
ble. But the increased cost of living 
bears most hardly upon him. while it 
entices his children to 
the 
centers 


where they think that the larger In- 
come now found necessary may be won 
more easily. And while the enhanced 
price of grain may induce him to en- 
large his wheat acreage, it does not 
lead him to more careful tillage. 


A Word, to Bankers. 


"Ton deal with wealth In its mosl 


condensed and universal form. Thai 
wealth Is the slow accretion of many 
centuries. It changes its form and oc- 


cupation with wonderful facility; but, 
so slight at all times is the margin 
between the world's production and Us 
consumption, that Its 
savings 
have 


been acquired almost as slowly and 
painfully as the miser's hoard. Practi- 
cally only a few months He between a 
universal cessation of production and 
the destruction of the human race by 
starvation. 
The marvelous diversity 


o£ modern industry and Its products 
blinds us to the bare simplicity of the 
situation. 
Those who, like you, are 


main factors in supplying to industry 
the means to carry it on, who open up 
the main and lateral channels through 
which the fertilizing stream of capital 
may be turned upon the otherwise bar- 
ren field of labor, should be always 
mindful of the first great source and 
storehouse of national wealth, and the 
most sensitive whenever it is depleted 
or endangered."
